Nor do we under- 
stand this as necessarily implying ao 
endorsemeut of said B. & B. The 
bondsmen Sly pledged their money 
for their appearance at court to auswer 
charges. If no better reasons than 
these can be given tur the removal oi 
the capitai, we think the people will 
let it be. 

The capital ot a great state like Geor- 
via should be where the world can see 
it—a ‘city set npon a hill.’ 

Milledgeville may be, and doubtless 
is a very good respectable old place and 
very well for a capital in the old slow 
days before railroads and telegraphs 
were in use, but we have never been 
su fortunate as to see it. 

Though, within the last fifteen years, 
we have repeatedly traveled through 
and across the state, going wherever 
business or inclination led us, as Proc- 
tor Knott said of Duluth, our eyes have 
never yet been biessed with a sight of 
Milledgeville. On the other hand, one 
can hardly pass through the state with- 
out seeing Atlanta. There aré manv 
things connected with the capital tha 
ought not to be hid under a bushel, or 
so located as to require a special jour- 
ney for the purpose to see them. 

‘he state library, the agricultural 
department, the geological department, 
the entomological department, etc., 
ought to be within the reach of as 
many people as possible. There are 
thousands of our people as well as 
strangers, every year visiting Atlanta 
that would never see Milledgeville. 

For these and varivus other reasons, 
whatever may have been our views as 
tothe policy or propriety of the re- 
moval at the time it was done, we can 
not now respond to the appeals of 
those who wish to make the return of 
the capital to Milledgeville a question 
in our next election for members of 
the general assembly.

WASHINGTON, June 6, 1876. 

Bully Blaine has “vindicated” him- 
self again. As usual he attempted too 
much, and though he apparently car- 
ried everything before him ai the time, 
the sober second-thought will be ad- 
verse tothe would-be president. In 
the first place, the assumption that 
Strategy was necessary to obtain the 
floor for this explanation was entirely 
gratuitous, And so was the charge that 
the democrats of the house have been 
conspiring to iuin Mr. Blaine. Mr. 
Blaine has had every opportunity for 
explanations he could wish for; has 
indeed been treated very gingerly, and 
as for a conspiracy against him to ruin 
his prospec.s for the presidency, the 
demucrats here are unanimous in wish- 
ing he may be nominated at Cincinnati, 
because they feel certain’ he 


can be beaten easier than cer- 
tain of his rivals. But Blaine 
thinks there is something to be made 
by assuming the role of a martyr, and 
has accordingly attempted to place 
himself in that light before the country. 
I doubt if the country will see it in 
that light. Blaine is pretty well known 
as an unscrupulous trickster, aside from 
the fact that he has grown rich in ottice 
by mysterious means, which sooner or 
later will be known to all men. He 
would make a 

WORSE PRESIDENT THAN GRANT, 
and his nomination could hardly fail to 
rouse the conservative element to do 
its utmost against placing such a man 
in the white house. If, as a choice of 
evils, we had to choose between Grant 
and Blaine, Grant would be the wiser 
choice. During the winter of 1874-75, 
Blaine was working with a view to re- 
ceiving the democratic nomination this 
year. He paid great court to southern 
democrats and talked to them in a 
must conservative strain. He cut loose. 
for a time trom Grant, whose policy he 
covertly decried: and it was Blaine and 
not Sam Randall who defeated the force 
bill. Biaine’s calculation was not a bad 
one. Atthat time it seemed certain 
that Grant would be the republican can- 
didate. and the democratic prospects 
were not so bright as they were later, 
or are now. It was quite possible that 
the democrats might take up Blaine, 
and the matter was seriously discussed 
that winter. But last winter the situa- 
tion was so changed that Blaine saw he 
bad nothing to hope from the democ- 
racy, and Grant being out of the field, 
the Jnaine statesman went square back 
on his conservative proiessions 
and sailed the bloody shirt 
as the banner under which he 
proposes to contest the presidency. In 
thismove his insincerity and want ef 
originality, were alike manifested. 
Morio. had already raised the bloody 
shirt, and entered the tield upon dead 
issues so ,that Blaine became merely a 
serville follower of the “ great war gov- 
ernor.” But Biaine will eat dirt, lie or 
steal, tocarry his point, as has been 
conclusively shown of late.

In refering to Blaine’s last explana- 
tion I omitted mention of the spirit of 
bravado in which he pretended to read 
the correspondence he filched from 
Mulligan. I say pretended, because 
there is no proof to show that the let- 
ters read by Blaine were genuine, and 
he is quite capable of forging others to 
suit his purpose, and I have no doubt 
he did so. Why should he have 
transfered with a witness and 
finally resorted to astratagem to obtain 
this correspondence if he was willing it 
should be made public? The tricky 
member from Maine has gone quite 
beyond the bounds of probabilities, 
and can only gain credence with the 
most credulous. 


ADJOURNMENT. 


A determined effort is to be made to 
secure the adjournment of congress by 
the end of this month.

Sirk-—Some person has sent to my ad- 
dress at Memphis, Tenn , the Evening 
Star, published at Washington, May 
22, 1876, with the following paragraph 
marked: ‘Secretary Chandler denies 
the published statement that he in- 
tends, if the senate shall decide that it 
has jurisdiction to recommend to the 
hcuse the impeachment of one Thomp- 
son, who was secretary of the interior 
before the war, for abstracting more 
than $700,000 of public moneys. 

He admits having made the remark, 
but only asa joke. Hesays, however, 
that there is no doubt as to Thomp- 
son’s guilt, and that he is wealthy 
enough torepay tlie amount to the 
government, and should be made todo 
so.’ I have neither the right nor the 
inclination to act upon the assumption 
that the statementin this paragraph is 
authorized by you or justified by 
anything you have said. Permit me, 
therefore, to call your special attention 
to the article, and respectfully to in- 
quire of you if it does represent vou 
truly. Please give me as prompt a re- 
ply as your convenience will permit.

Interesting to Shippers. 
WasHINGTON, May 30.—Tne United 
State supreme court has rendered the 
following decision : 

No. 15. The national bank of com- 
merce of Boston, state of Massachusetts, 
vs the Merchants’ national baok of 
Memphis, state of Tennessee. In error 
to the circuit court for the district of 
Massachusetts. ‘The fundamental ques- 
tion in this case is whether a bill of 
lading of merchandise deliverable to 
order, when attached to a time draft, 
and forwarded with the special instruc- 
tions, may be surrendered to the 
drawee on his acceptance of the draft. 
or whether the agent’s duty to hold 
the bill of lading after the acceptance 
for the payment. The bills of exchange 
were drawn by cotton brokers residing 
in Memphis, Tenn., on Green & Travis, 
merchants, residing in Boston. Thev 
were drawn on cotton shipped bv the 
brokers to Boston, invoices of which 
were sent to Greene & Travis, and bills 
of lading were taken by the shippers, 
marked in case of two shipments “‘to 
order,” and in case of the third ship- 
ment marked “for Greene & Travis, 
Boston, Mass.” There was an agree- 
ment between the shippers and the 
drawees that the bill of lading should 
be surrendered on acceptance of the 
bills of exchange, but the existence of 
this agreement was not known by the 
bank at Memphis when the bank dis- 
counted the drafts and took with them 
the bills of lading indorsed by the ship- 
pers. The court conclude that wheth- 
era time-draft accompanied by a bill 
of lading be viewed as an evidence of 
sale on credit, or asa request for ad- 
vances on the credit of the consign- 
ment, the consequence is the same. 
The acceptance is not asked on the 
credit of the drawer of the draft, but 
on the faith of the consignment. It is 
declared as the opinion of the court that 
no respectable case can be found in 
‘which it has been decided that when 
a time-draft has been drawn against a 
consignment to order, and has been for- 
warded toan agent for collection, with 
the bill of lading attached, without 
further instructions, the agent is not 


ed | justified in delivering over the bill of 


lading on the acceptance of the draft.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY SCANDAL. 


the Guilty Cadets Were De- 
tected. 


How 


The Baltimore papers print a letter 
from Annapolis, which gives a_state- 
ment “from the highest authority at 
the naval academy,” in regard to the 
late robbery there. The letter, which 
is dated May 29th, says: 

“About the middie of this month 
Mr. E. 8. Goldsmith, ot Baltimore, in 
accordance with his usual custom, came 
to the naval ac»demy to sell to the 
graduating class of cadet midshipmen 
articles of clothing that they will need 
on leaying the academy and assuming 
citizens’ dress. After obtaining per- 
mission from the superintendent of the 
academy to make the sales, which are 
settled for out of the midshipmen’s re- 
served pay, Mr. Goldsmith proceeded to 
display his goods in the room of Messr-. 
Chambers and Braunerreuther, of the 
first class. The midshipmen about the 
building were coming into and going 
from the room during the display of 
the goods and no doors were locked, 
as h:s been stated in other reports. 
When Mr. Goldsmith was about to 
eave he discovered that he had taken 
from hima number of articles, such 
as silk and other valuable thread stock- 
ings, gloves, and several pairs of sleeve 
buttons. He made known his loss to 
several of the first class, who immedi- 
ately assured him that he should have 
the value of the goods—some $30— 
made good to him,and that the thieves 
should be searched out. Tne first class 
men then requested the superintend- 
ent to allow them to make the effort to 
find the guilty parties, as they thought 
they could do it more effectual- 
ly than the officers of the academy 
themselves. The admiral granted the 
request, and the first-class men formed 
themselves into a board of examina- 
tion. The robbery was committed 
about 1:30, and the tirst clue to the dis- 
covery was made by one of the gun-cap- 
tains while presiding at the mess-tables 
at supper the same evening. He notic- 
ed a pair of the missing sleeve-buttons 
upon the cuffs of one of the cadets. 
When the midshipman who had them 
on saw they were observed he put his 
hands under the table, ana when he 
raised them again the captain found 
that the sleeve-buttons were gone.This 
clue was immediately followed and led 
tothe discovery of all the guilty ones. 
The cadets implicated, apparently with 
much contrition, presented a paper 
to the examining board of 
midshipmen, and with it their 
resignations, begging that they be al- 
lowed: to resign to save the disgrace 
that would attach to their friends and 
families if they were expelled. This 
petition received the recommendatioa 
of the first class men, who were not 
‘villing to let these young men go out 
of the academy with this blemish upun 
their characters, but were anxious that 
they might have an opportunity to re- 
deem themselves. To this admiral 
Rodgers consented. The authorities 
would not at that time,and will not now, 
givethe namesofthe resigued cadets, 
and state that part of those published as 
the guilty ones were permitted to re- 
sign, because, in the examination when 
they were required to answer upon 
their honors they had prevaricated to 
protect the perpetrators. This stain 
upon their characters the first class 
men thought sufficient to cause them 
too, to leave the academy. ‘Lhe cadets 
keenly feel the effects of this scandal, 
and are now engaged in personally in- 
stituting search to discover any other 
misdeeds that may reflect upon the 
honor of the institution, as they are 
determined to purge the academy of 
any that may hereafter tarnish its fair 
name.” |

Cal.) long before any investigation of 
Mr. Blaine was heard of. He said the 
entry of the appointment of the sub- 
committee was not made onthe books 
of the committee, but this was an 
omission of the clerk. 

Statements were made by various 
members showing that the sub-com- 
mittee was appointed before the passage 
of the resolution of Mr. Tarbox (dem. 
Mass.), out that, through careless 
methods of doing business, it had not 
been announced, and it had done 
nothing before that time. 

Mr. Blaine made a speech, saying 
that the Luttrell resolution lay dead 
and dormant for ninety-two days, till 
the Tarbox resclution was passed. He 
asked Frye; upon the passage of the 
Tarbox resolution, to go and ask Knott 
to put northern democrats and not 
southern rebels on the sub-committee. 
‘I want Mr. Knott,’ hecried, ‘totell me 
why, if that Luttrell resolution was so 
important, nothing was done under it 
for three months?’ Here Blaine raised 
his voice, and demanded of Mr. Hun- 
ton whether he would not inform him 
as he had promised to do in the house, 
whether he knew of the recei; t .f that 
cable dispatch from Josiah Caldwell by 
Knott 

Mr. Knott repliea that the sub-com- 
mittee was far too busy to do anything 
about the matters referred to it under 
Luttrell’s resolution during those three 
months. 

Mr. Knott was then closely cross-ex- 
amined by Blaine on the subject of the 
cable dispattch. “I want to know,” 
said Blaine, “‘whether you intend to 
porduce that dispatch before the 
house?” 

Mr. Knott—I never had any inten- 
tion than to produce it before the judi- 
clary committee. 

Mr. Blaine—You had had it in your 
pocket five days when I brought it into 
the house. 

Mr Knott—lam aware that I had it 
five days. 

Mr. Blaine—Did you during Thurs- 
day, Friday, Saturday or Sunday deny 
to newspaper correspondents that you 
had heard from Josiah Cald well ? 

Mr. Knott—I will make a statement 
about that tele zram in full. 

Mr. Blaine—That isa question sus- 
ceptible of a very direct answer. 

Mr. Knott —I received that telegram 
Thursday morning. I will state as par- 
ticularly as I can recollect the circum- 
stances. I had goneto my breakfast. 
After breakfast I took a walk as usual, 
somewhat protracted. I came back to 
my room, and my wife called my atten- 
tion to the telegram. I took it up and 
read it, and immediately started to the 
capitol. That telegram excited my 
suspicion for this reason: <A- proposi- 
tion had been made some 
time before, by some mem- 
ber of the judiciary committee— 
I don’t know by whom, for [ was not 
present—that a telegraphic dispatch 
should be sent to Caldwell, to know 
whether he would return to this coun- 
try and testify. That proposiion was 
resisted, as I was informed, by Mr. 
Blaine and Mr. Blaine’s friends— 

Mr. Blaine—On the ground that it 
was utterly and preposterously absurd, 
because you could not get him to come. 

Mr. Knott—On the ground that he 
could not be got. 

Mr. Blaine—Yes, and that, if he 
would not, it would then be said he 
would not come because his testimony 
would be unfavorable to me. It would 
be said, “Oh yes, hecan not come. He 
is conveniently absent in Europe.” 

Mr. Knott—I do not desire to be in- 
terrupted any more in my statement. 
Some days aiterward, the question was 
again raised in the judici. ry committee 
as to whether a telegraphic dispatch 
should be sent asking Caldwell whether 
he would come and testify. In that 
instance, also, Blaine’s friends resisted 
the motion. 

Mr. Blaine—On the same grounds. 


Mr. Knott—It nevertheless prevailed. 
The committee on the judiciary in- 
structed me to send sucha telegraphic 
dispatch to one Caldwell. I did not 
know where Caldwell could be found. 
I went to the representative from Bos- 
ton (Warren), thinking that he would 
know, and asked him where Caldwell 
might be found. He toldmehe did 
not know. I asked him to inquire, teil- 
ing him that I had been instructed by 
the commitee to send a dispatch to 
Caldwel!. Hesaid he would write toa 
gentleman in Boston and ascertain. In 
the mean time I went to Judge Hunton 
and told him I had a great variety of 
things on hand, and asked him to 
take hold of that matter, and find out 
where Caldwell was, and telegraph him 
in my name. Warrensome anys after- 
wards came to me and told me that he 
had received a letter from his friend in 
Boston, informing him that Caldwell 
was somewhere, I think, in Ita'y. 
-When, theretore, I received a dispatch 
from Caldwell without having dispatch- 
ed to him, it occurred to me that it was 
suspicious. 

Mr. Blaine— Would not the publica- 
tion of it have exposed it ? 

Mr. Knott—I beg the gentleman not 
to interrupt me further. There was 
simply at the top of the dispatch the 
word “ London,” no month, no day, no 
place, no street, no house. I knew 
nothing, [ knew nothing about these 
cable dispatches. I had never sent one 
in my life, and never even saw one be- 
fore that. I have since been informed 
that it is customary in London to keep 
the addresses of persons sending dis- 
patches, and not to put the address in 
the dispatch itself. £ did not know it 
at that time, and I don’t know now, 
except from information. As soon as I 
could, after reading that dispatch, I 
came to the capitol and read it to Judge 
Lynde, and I think to Judye Lord, and 
Mr. Jenks, and Mr. McMahon. I 
think it was to these four gentlemen 
that I read it. I know that these four 
ntlemen were present at the meet- 
ing, and my impression is that they 
were there when I read the dispatch. 
I am confident that Judge Lynde was. 
That was Thursday. On Friday there 
was a meeting of the committee. A 
variety of subjects were under consid- 
eration. This matter, so far as I know, 
was not mentioned. 

Mr. Blaine—You did not think of 
mentioning the telegram to the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Knott—I did not think of it. 
The truth is, Mr. Biaine, I had a great 
many things to think of besides your 
presidential aspirations. Iam free to 
say that I do not recollect that it 
occurred to me at all. 


Mr. Blaine—I am not alluding to my- 


self, but to the dispatch. That might 


have occurred to you.

Mr. Blaine—You permit me to be- 
lieve that it would have got out pretty 


soon. 

Mr. Knott—What did you say, sir? 

Mr. Blaine—I do not think that you 
would have kept back testimony that 
would have hurt me; that is what I 
have said, sir. 

Mr. Knott—Do you mean to say 
that I would have done you such injus- 
tice as that? 

Mr. Hunton—Let it be understood, 
gentlemen, that there must not be any 
interruptions. 

Mr. Blaine—I shall not interrupt the 
gentleman further. I know that the 
Cheeseborough dispatch—let me make 
that remark? 

Mr. Hunton—No, sir; the floor has 
not been conceded. 

Mr. Knott—So far as the Cheesebo- 
rough dispatch is concerned, I know 
nothing about it. All I have to say is, 
that I have had a variety of other 
things to think about and to attend to, 
and I know nothing about it. So far 
as this dispatch is concerned, however, 
it was my object to verify it if possible, 
but in any event to present it to the 
committee, to do with as they saw 
proper, and to take any action that 
they saw fit. That was my intention. 
Even had not the scene taken place 
which did take place on Monday, that 
dispatch would have been presented to 
~ committee, perhaps on the next 
day. 

Mr. Blaine—-Or some time ago— 

Mr. Knott—Before the report would 
come in, and in time to subserve your 
purpose. I want to add here, Judge 
Hunton will bear me out in it, when 
the Tarbox resolution was introduced, 
he and I agreed that, in justice to Mr. 
Blaine, that thing ought to be investi- 
gated as soon as possible, and that. he 
should be Jexonorated if he were in- 
nocent. I understood it to be his de- 
sire, and the desire of his friends. 

Mr. Blaine—(interposing)—Yes, but 
in case this dispatch were genuine. 

Mr. Hunton—The rule must be ob- 
served ; these interruptions must not 
take place. 

Mr. Knott—I did intend that the tel- 
egraphic dispatch should be laid before 
the committee and let the committee 
do what it pleased in the matter. 

Mr. Blaine—When were you intend- 
ing to do that? 

Mr. Kuott-—-I had not fixed any par- 
ticular time for doing it. 

Mr. Blaine—Then I understand that 
you don’t call that suppressing a dis- 
patch? 

Mr. Knott—I don’t. 

Mr. Blaine—Was it not suppressing 
it from the public for the time being? 

Mr. Knott-—-What right had the pub- 
lic to it? 

Mr. Blaine—The same right that the 
public had to all the inculpating testi- 
mony against me that went out. 

Mr. Knott—It was not my fault that 
it went out. 

Mr. Blaine—But it was your fault 
that that dispatch didn’t goout. You 
stated that you wanted to hold thatdis- 
patch for the purpose of verifying its 
authenticity. You thought that there 
might be something indirect, or bogus, 
or put up about it. What steps did 
you take to verify its authority? 

Mr. Knott—I wanted to fiad out 
Caldwell’s address. 

Mr. Blaine—You had this dispatch in 
your hands from Thursday morning, 
the Ist of June, and never brought it to 
the public till I interrogated you on the 
floor of ihe house on Monday, the 5th 
of June. In those intervening five days 
what steps did you take to acquire in- 
formation as to whether that was an au- 
thentic dispatch? 

Mr. Knott—I took only the steps 
that I thought I ought to take, to find 
out where Caldwell was, and to tele- 
g apb to him. 

Mr. Blaine—Did it never occur to 
you to telegraph to the London office? 

Mr. Knott—No, sir. 

Mr. Blaine—You area lawyer, and 
I presume a lawyer of pe ycingeans else 
you would not be chiet of the judiciary 
committee. If a dispatch comes to 
you from Josiah Caldwell, what is the 
presumption as to its authenticity? 
That it is from Josiah Caldwell, or not? 

Mr. Knott—That is owing to circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Blaine then cross-examined Mr. 
Knott on the manner in which the ju- 
diciary committee intended to deal 
with the dispatch, and on the time 
they intended to publish it. 

Mr. Knott declared that he proposed 
to do business in his own way. 

Mr. Blaine—You say the cable dis- 
patch was no evidence. Will the affi- 
davit that Caldwell proposed to send 
be no evidence? 

Mr. Knott—It looked to me a good 
dealin this way: That if I had sent to 
a man in London, asking him to send 
®ver a dispatch exculpating me, I 
would probably make that very sug- 
gestion, and if he were an intelligent 
man, he must have known that an ex- 
parte affidavit, made in London, could 
not be received as evidence at all. 

The controversy continued, and 
Blaine, in a voice trembling with an- 
ger, said: “Do you mean to imply that 
you have any evidence of the slightest 
character that I have had, directly or 
indirectly, any communication with 
Josiah Caldwell?” 

Mr. Knott—I have never said that 
you had. 

Mr. Blaine—Your intimation just 
now meant that, or it meant nothing, 
at all. 

Mr. Knott—Well, suppose it did? 
Mr. Blaine—I want you to state 
you have the slightest evidence of it, 
although I have heard that you have 
been rumaging the telegraph offices 
through the country for such evidence. 
Mr. Knott—Then you have heard a 
lie; that is what you have heard. 


Mr. Blaine—I am glad to hear that it 
isalie. But 1 want this to be under- 
stood, whether you have the slightest 
evidence that I have had, in any man- 
ner whatever, any communication with 
Josiah Caldwell 

Mr. Knott—I have no evidence of it, 
and I never have pretended that I had 
any. 

After further colloguy, Mr. Hunton 
stated that before the Tarbox resolu- 
tion was introduced in the house, two 
witnesses had been summoned by the 
committee under the Luttreil resola- 
tion. 

Mr. Lynde, (dem., Wis.) said: I will 

state that the day when the telegram | 
was received by Mr. Knott, I presume 

on a Thursday, as stated, Mr. Knott, 

when he came to the house, said to me, 

“I have received a telegram this morn- 

fng, which I want to show you.”

Mr. Knott—That is not trve. 

Mr. Lynde—li that dispatch was spu- 
rious, it would be no test to telegraph 
back to London. 

Mr. Blaine—Every American regis- 
ters at the cable office, andif you had 
telegraphed back to inquire whether 
the sender was Josiah Caldwell or not, 
you could have obtained the whole po- 
lice of London to look it up. The mat- 
tercould have been looked up in six 
hours. 

The examination by Mr. Blaine of 
the whole judiciary committee went 
on in the same strain till the committee 
adjourned. 

Mr. Ashe, (dem. N. C.),a member 
of the committee, disclaimed all knowl- 
edge of the dispatch. Mr. Ashe said: 
This resolution of Mr. Blaine, in regard 
to the telegram, was referred, I under- 
stood, to the judiciary committee, and 
we are going on examining about it here 
before the committee has directed it to 
be taken up. 

Mr. Blaine—The committee has had 
forty-eight hours to consider it. 

Mr. Ashe—And it has forty-eight 
hours more. 

Mr. Blaine—I am perfectly willing 
that it should take six months. 

The committee adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

The scene between Representatives 
Knott and Blaine to-day in the room of 
the committee on the judiciary was at 
times of a most exciting character, es- 
pecia'ly onthe part of Knott, in conse- 
quence of questions asked by Blaine, 
which Knott supposed impugned his 
honor. After the sub-committee ad- 
journed, Knott, approached Frye, (rep. 

Me.),a member of the committee, and 
who has heen in attendance as an ad- 
visory frignd of Blaine, and said to him: 
“Mr. Fryt, your friend Blaine is the 
G d d——dest scoundrel in Amer- 
ica.” 

This remark orits eqnivalent havin - 
already found its way into print, it 
should be added that Frye replied, 
“vou forget yourself, Mr. Knott.” 
“Yes,” said Knott, “I do,” and he 
thereupon immediately withdrew the 
rewark and apologized for having made 
it.

Senator Sherman Attacks the News- 
papers---Tie Blaine Excitement 
Re-opened in the House. 
Telegram to the Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Nominations:

SENATE. 

The committee on commerce report- 
ed the house steamboat bill. The sec- 
retary of war reports that 
the bill which passed the 
house’ for soldiers and_ sailors 
of 1812, will require about $150,000 per 
annum. 

The postoffice appropriation bill was 
resumed. 

West, who has charge of 
the bill, explained the amend- 
ments proposed by the senate. 

During the discussion Mr. Sherman 
said the senator from Maine [ Hamlin] 
some time ago in an able speech show- 
ed there was a deficiency from carry- 
ing the newspapers of the country 
amounting to $6,900,000 The whole 
amount paid by the newspapers to. 
wards carrying these mails was $1,000- 
000. Had not the senate courage enozh tu 
deal with this matter ?Had the newspa- 
pers such power over the senators— 
was there such terror of them—that 
the senate could not do _ what 
was right. He acknowledged the 
power of the newspaper was great in 
the disse iinationjof intelligence. Any 
respectable newspaper puvlisher would 
consider himself insulted if told he was 
a beneficiary of the government in this 
respect, The senate should have courage 
to raise the postage on newspapers even 
if every newspaper in the land cried 
out against it. He had conversed with 
many newspaper publishers about this 
subject, and they ail said congress had 
fixed the rate toolow. He was in favor 
of increasing the rate to four, five fo: 
even six cents a poundto havea svlu 
tion of this trouble. 

The last eight sections of the bill re- 
adjusting the compensation of post- 
masters, providing new rates for postal 
railway service and fixing the rate on 
third class mail matter at two cents on 
each two ounces, which the committee 
on appropriations recommended be 
stricken out were striken out, and on 
motion of Mr. Withers, referred to the 
committee on postoffices and post roads 
tbhatthey might be considered and ap- 
propriate bills reported to change the 
existing law. 

The appropriation bill was then re- 
sumed and passed. 

Ransom introduced a bill removing 
the political disabilities of D. A. Hill, 
of North Carolina. 

Adjourned.
